1 . This Office action is in response to Applicant's preliminary amendment file June 1 6, 
2006. Claims 1-13 have been amended. New claims 14-21 have been added. 

Drawings 



2. New formal drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson 
outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. 
The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and* shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 



4. Claims 1-21 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
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in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

The specification fails to disclose how the level measurement arrangement generates an 
alarm signal when it detects leaking liquid on at least one laboratory working surface . That is to 
say. how would it detect liquid on the laboratory working surface without the liquid going into 
the drainage? 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 19, "the liquid carrying components" lacks antecedent basis. 
In claim 20, "the measuring sensors" lack antecedent basis. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-21 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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No prior art have been found to fairly teach or suggest a level measuring arrangement 
connected to the tank and also cormected to a laboratory surface via at least one drainage line 
generates an alarm signal when it detects certain liquid level in the tank and also generates an 
alarm signal when it detects leaking liquid on the laboratory working surface.
